If gun control advocates can prove a 
handgun ban in Canada would pre- 
vent violent crime, the provincial gov- 
ernment would “look at it,” says 
Ontario’s Minister of Community 
Safety and Correctional Services. 

“There are politicians with different 
opinions and I respect them for it. If 
they've got evidence or data that can 
convince us otherwise, then we have 
to look at it, because that’s the beauty 
of democracy,” Michael Tibollo told

For now, however, he says “there is 
no evidence that banning guns is 
going to reduce gun violence or the 
use of guns by criminals.” 

Those calling for a ban on handguns 
include Toronto Mayor John Tory, 
who, after a shooting in New 
Brunswick in which four people died, 
said “these are warning signs, and you 
need to nip it in the bud.” 

PM Justin Trudeau says the federal 


government is considering the idea of 
a handgun ban. Tibollo says he’s pre- 
pared to listen to people like Tory, but 
adds he’s seen little evidence hand- 
gun bans prevent violent crime. 

“We've heard recently that people 
want to advocate for gun bans. It’s not 
guns that kill people. It’s criminals 
that kill people.” 
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“Criminals kill people,” not guns, says Tibollo

For proof of that, one 
need look no further than 
Britain where the city of 
London recently passed 
New York in terms of its 
murder rate for the first 
time in modern history. 

Meanwhile, the murder 
rate in NYC has declined 
by nearly 90 percent in 
the past 30 years. London 
has a virtual ban on hand- 
guns while New York does 
not. 

“Tf we try to ban guns,” 
said Tibollo, “what do we 
have to say with the fact 
there’s so many stabbings 
happening? Do we ban 
knives now?” “It’s nota 
question of looking at the 
gun or the knife. It’s to try 
and understand what’s 
happening to that individ- 
ual and how can we help 
individuals like that get to 


the point where he doesn’t 
feel he has to take a gun 
into his hand. We have to 
look at some of the under- 
lying issues.” 

Tibollo says there are 
other, better ways to pre- 
vent violent crime that in- 
clude preventative 
medicine. 

“We know we can pre- 
vent a lot of crime if we 
help kids before the age of 
14. There should be more 
programs. There should 
be psychologists and psy- 
chiatrists providing them 
with the coping mecha- 
nisms they need to keep 
them from drugs.” 

Tibollo, who is working 
on his PHD, says govern- 
ment programs combined 
with economic support 
can reduce the rate of peo- 
ple addicted to drugs by 
25 per cent. 

“If we give a person a job 


and tools he needs to 
cope, that will make a dif- 
ference so I’d rather put 
my energy in helping peo- 
ple stabilize themselves by 
finding a good job, getting 
to work and having the 
freedom to live a peaceful 
life. We were elected to 
get tough on crime and 
os what we're going to 

0.” 

Last week, Tibollo an- 
nounced plans by the On- 
tario government spend 
$182 million to “replace 
aging police facilities’ in- 
frastructure with nine new 
Ontario Provincial Police 
(OPP) detachments so 
communities can continue 
to receive modern, cost- 
efficient and high-quality 
police services essential to 
public safety.” 

One of those new de- 
tachments will be located 
in Mississauga.

figuring this mayor came 
from the province, had good 
connections. We thought 
she was really going to de- 
liver.” 

Sprovieri says Jeffrey 
failed to meet those high ex- 
pectations, adding the uni- 
versity deal was “lousy” for 
Brampton compared with 
what other cities got. 

“Tt wasn’t such a great 
deal. First of all it’s a 
mediocre university on a 
lousy location. Having that 
kind of contact with the pre- 
mier and province at the 
time, we should’ve done 
better. We got the same as 
Milton. We got the $90m. 
Milton got to choose their 
own site. Brampton was told 
which site was going to be 
used. We ended up on the 
parking lot by the railroad 
tracks in the go station 
which has no room for ex- 
pansion.” 

When it comes to the 
failed effort to extend the 


Light Rapid Transit line to 
Brampton’s downtown, Jef- 
frey says she’s very disap- 
pointed in council’s decision 
to reject that proposal, but 
Sprovieri calls it a 'bad deal’ 
that wasn’t worth support- 
ing. 

In the past, Jeffrey has de- 
fended her record on tran- 
sit, saying she’s spent long 
hours working hard on is- 
sues like the proposed LRT 
line, trying to bring federal 
and provincial funding to 
the city. 

But Sprovieri says the re- 
sults have failed Brampton 
taxpayers given its share of 
provincial funding was less 
than what the city deserved 
given its size. 

He says Brampton’s share 
provincial transit funding 
was less than what the city 
deserved given its size. 

“The province was trying 
to push the LRT up Main 
Street t the downtown 
where there’s no opportu-

nity for intensification. It 
would be no benefit to 
Brampton. The province 
was offering Brampton 
about $400m for our share 
where Mississauga got 
$1.5b. Cities like Kitchener, 
Hamilton and Toronto all 
got over a billion dollars.” 
Finally, Sprovieri says the 
leadership failure over the 
last four years led to a frac- 
tious, disruptive relation- 
ship between councillors. 
“After four years, nothing 
really has changed in 
Brampton. We had a dis- 
ruptive time in the (Susan) 
Fennell era. Our mayor was 
not able to jell the council 
together because of her 
views on a number of issues 
that were very controversial 
and the majority of council 
not agreeable to. That cre- 
ated a lot of stress and dis- 
agreements and bickering 
and not a lot got achieved.” 
Sprovieri is particularly 
upset about the ‘weaponiz- 


ing’ of the Integrity Com- 
missioner. 

“About $145,000 was 
spent on the integrity com- 
missioner this term in the 
last three and a half years. 
We were complaining 
against each other about 
silly stuff that should never 
have gone to the integrity 
commissioner and he found 
they were all frivolous com- 
plaints at the end of the day. 

“We should be respectful 
of each other’s opinion. No 
personal attacks. If people 
try to divert from that, that’s 
where the mayor comes in 
and say, ‘Hey guys, we're 
here to work for the peo- 
ple.” 

All in all, Sprovieri argues 
it’s time for a change in the 
mayor’s office and adds he 
would never have run if he 
didn’t think he could win. 

“Tt hasn’t been a very good 
four years. Brampton de- 
served to have another op- 
tion.”

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Don't dare question the 'refugee crisis’, or Trudeau 
will call you a bigot

Illegal border crossings 
shot up 23 per cent between 
June and July, but don’t call 
the situation a ‘crisis’, says 


Federal Border 
Minister Bill Blair. 

He’d prefer you call it 
something that doesn’t cause 
alarm, lest the citizens real- 
ize what’s happening in time 
to stop this lunacy before its 
too late. For those of us who 
love this country, it most cer- 
tainly is a crisis. 

After the PMs disgraceful 
attack on a Quebec woman 
who dared question the mil- 
lions spent on processing 
asylum seekers, it’s clear 
Trudeau will smear anyone 
as a bigot who dares question 
his refugee policy. 

This self-inflicted open 
border invasion of the coun- 
try is accelerating which 
should be no surprise to any- 
one. It should, however raise 
alarms in every corner of our 
country, at least among those 
looking to preserve our rela- 
tive peace, freedom and 
prosperity. By looking at the 
growing violence and im- 
pending domestic collapse of

once peaceful democracies 
like Sweden, we see a pointer 
of where we're headed unless 
we the people secure our 
borders and return to com- 
mon sense immigration poli- 
cies. 

In recent months, some 
30,000 illegals have crossed 
the border to claim asylum. 
As Alberta MP Michelle 
Rempel notes, the govern- 
ment wants you to think 
there’s nothing to see here, 
nothing to worry about. 
Translation; get worried, 
fast. By setting up an infra- 
structure to process as many 
of these illegals as possible, 
bussing them to Toronto and 
setting them up in hotels, 
PM Justin Trudeau is en- 
couraging levels of asylum 
seeking beyond our capacity 
to deal with and compromis- 
ing our security in the 
process. 

In California, authorities 
recently arrested Omar 
Amin, an ISIS member who 
entered the country posing 
as a refugee. Don’t be so 
naive to think it can’t happen 
here. 

Rempel says its irresponsi- 
ble for the government to 
make such a radical change 
in the country’s immigration 
policy without a mandate 


from the people of this coun- 
try. I would go further by 
saying the Trudeau govern- 
ment is ramming _ this 
through knowing full well 
the people would never sup- 
port it. 

I believe what’s happening 
here with the unrestrained 
influx of illegals is a calcu- 
lated political strategy by the 
Liberals, an agenda that runs 
counter to the interests of 
our people. Those coming 
here have cultural back- 
grounds and deep seated be- 
liefs radically different from 
our own. 

We can take some, but 
there’s a tipping point at 
which Canadians are put at 
risk.

That’s not some- 
thing one can shed just by 
crossing a border and asking 
for asylum. Those are the 
values they’re bringing with 
them by the thousands.

By allowing enormous num- 
bers of such people into the 
country, it is we who will 
come under pressure to 
adapt and ultimately capitu- 
late to their culture, not vice 
versa. 

From my _ view, the 
Trudeau government's open 
border policy is a ploy in- 
tended to erode and under- 
mine the freedom loving 
cultural fabric of this coun- 
try, just like his constant 
apologies, mounting debt, 
wrecking our energy sector, 
attacking free speech, attack- 
ing legal firearm owners, 
raising our taxes and under- 
mining our electoral system. 

It is an insidious attack on 
our values, our sovereignty, 
our economy and our laws by 
a malevolent force out to re- 
make this country in ways we 
never voted for. It is a multi- 
pronged attack that couldn’t

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“Sucking up” to Ford, Trudeau won't help Brampton, 
says Brown

‘No more Mr. Nice Guy’ 
should be Brampton’s atti- 
tude when it comes to de- 
manding the city’s fair 
share of cash for major 
projects, says Patrick 
Brown, who is running for 
mayor of the city. 

“We are tired of playing 
nice and being forgotten,” 
he told Peel Weekly News. 

“Enough photo ops with 
senior politicians. It’s time 
to demand results. It’s time 
someone stood up for 
Brampton,” he added. 

Brown is pushing back 
against suggestions his re- 
lationship with other levels 
of government will hurt 
Brampton if he becomes 
mayor. 

“Our hospitals are the 
most underfunded and 
overcrowded in the 
province. We are relegated 
to a potential satellite cam- 
pus instead of a full univer- 
sity. Scarborough is getting 
provincial and _ federal 
funding for a brand new 
subway route and_ yet 
Brampton transit has been 


forgotten,” Brown said. 

One of his rivals for the 
mayor’s job, Councillor 
John Sprovieri said electing 
Brown would be a mistake 
because of his differences 
with the governing PC’s, a 
party Brown led until alle- 
gations of sexual miscon- 
duct forced him out. 

Brown is denying any 
wrongdoing, and is suing 
CTV for $8m claiming the 
network defamed him. 

“Because of his baggage 
with the province, the 
problem with the Premier 
Doug Ford, whether there’s 
any merit to the other alle- 
gations he’s facing, we 
know there’s bad blood be- 
tween Doug Ford and 
Patrick Brown. If he were 
to become the Mayor of 
Brampton, it would be the 
worst thing that could hap- 
pen for Brampton.” 

In response, Brown said, 
“John Sprovieri is a nice 
man with good intentions. 
He entered this race be- 
cause he believed Linda 
Jeffrey’s failed leadership is 


taking Brampton in the 
wrong direction. I appreci- 
ate his recognition that 
Brampton is going in the 
wrong direction.” 

Then Brown went fur- 
ther, dismissing the idea 
currying favour from the 
Premier or Prime Minister 
will help Brampton all that 
much. 

“As for who has best rela- 
tionship with Doug Ford or 
Justin Trudeau, this isn’t 
about who can suck up the 
most. It doesn’t matter if 
the party in power is or- 
ange, green, blue or red.

If you don’t believe it, 
there's a poll and a media re- 
port that will prove it to you 
and we all know how trust- 
worthy the liberal media are.

According to the Globe and 
Mail, “Over one in two Cana- 
dians support or somewhat

I seem to recall Doug Ford 
getting huge rounds of ap- 
plause for vowing to fight fie 
carbon tax at campaign ral- 
lies. Perhaps I just imagined 
it. I also seem to recall Ford 
winning in a landslide against 
two pro-carbon tax parties, 
while promising to partner 
with Saskatchewan and Al- 
berta (once they elect some- 
one who isn’t insane) to fight 
Ottawa’s tax grab. 

The poll by Nanos, favoured 
pollster of the liberal elites, 
found Canadians support or 
somewhat support having a 
carbon tax to Fels reducing 
energy consumption — Six in 
ten respondents support

So, what is really going on 
here? As any pollster will tell 
you, the customer is always 
right. It’s all about pleasing 
the people paying the bill. 
Getting the results your 
client wants depends on ask- 
ing the right question in the 
right way. If you were to ask 
people, ‘do you support pay- 
ing higher taxes, I have a 
prey good idea what most 
people would say, ‘hell no’. 
But what if you want the 
majority of respondents to say 
yes or at least agree somewhat 
to higher taxes because the 
people paying for the poll

want to raise taxes? 

Well then, you might ask, 
‘would you support higher 
taxes if it meant saving the 
lives of children, pregnant 
mothers and small cute furry 
animals?’ The answer to the 
tax question would be differ- 
ent. 

We've introduced a moral 
impetus, or the element of 
moral suasion with which to 
qualify the question and make 
it unreasonable for you to say 
no. After all, don’t you love 
mom and apple pie? 

Moral suasion is an appeal 
to morality in order to influ- 
ence or change a person’s be- 
haviour. In the carbon tax 
case, people were asked if 
they support ‘having a tax on

carbon in order to encourage 
Canadians to consume less 
fossil fuels.’ 

Forget the fact we know the 
carbon tax is a revenue gener- 
ator for the government 
rather than a way to save the 
planet. Respondents are sub- 
tly being pushed into re- 
sponding in a way that 
appears to support the gov- 
ernment position. They're 
asked if they support the tax 
for a certain purpose; a pur- 
pose which may have little to 
do with the real reason the 
government is doing this. 
That’s what a push poll is. 

In this carbon tax poll, 
fewer than four in 10 actually 
said yes to the tax even with 
the moral impetus in there. 
One in five somewhat sup- 
ported it. If you somewhat 
support something, by defini- 
tion, you somewhat oppose it. 

Your support is qualified by 
a measure of opposition and 
vice-versa yet we're told half 
as many people somewhat 
ag compared with some- 
what support it; smoke and 
mirrors. 

If you really want to read 
this poll accurately, you would 
say fewer than four in 10 re- 
spondents support the idea of 
a carbon tax provided its for a 
stated purpose which does 
not include jacking up tax rev- 


enues for a government 
drowning in red ink. 58 per 
cent either oppose it or some- 
what oppose it. 

Reporting the poll this way 
sure sounds different yet its 
the same poll, same results. 

Look, do you think polling is 
about finding out what people 
really think? The answer to 
that is a little complicated. 
Sometimes they do want to 
know what people really 
think. Those are often re- 
ferred to as ‘internal’ polls, in 
other words, numbers you 
have no intention of sharing 
with anybody but consultants 
and a handful of staffers. 

Other polls are intended for 
public consumption so as to 
sway public opinion through 
the media or in other ee 
for the tail to wag the dog. 
These are designed to make 
us think things like carbon 
taxes are popular and wonder 
if there’s something wrong 
with us if we don’t support 
them. Use common sense, 
dear reader. If a poll result 
sounds questionable, be skep- 
tical of it. If the Trudeau Lib- 
erals think these numbers are 
real, they should run their 
next campaign on imposing 
an even higher carbon tax. 
Something tells me _ they 
won't.

Municipalities argue for funding and support at AMO

Delegates from municipal- 
ities in Peel made the case 
for more affordable housing 
and discussed growth chal- 
lenges during the annual As- 
sociation of Ontario 
Municipalities (AMO) con- 
ference, held this past week 
in Ottawa. 

A swath of politicians from 
Brampton, Caledon and Mis- 
sissauga, including all three 
incumbent mayors, provin- 
cial ministers and council- 
lors came together to 
challenges Peel is currently 
facing and ways to help build 
long-lasting infrastructure 
and transportation initia- 
tives, among other critical 
growth areas. 

“Municipal costs are being 
driven up by factors that are 
beyond our control,” AMO 
president Lynn Dollin said 
during a keynote address at 
the annual conference, 


which concludes today. “Our 
current fiscal situation is not 
sustainable.” 

Dollin, who spoke along 
side regional delegates and 
newly-elected Premier Doug 
Ford, highlighted the 
province’s current initiative 
to review the role of regional 
government. Dollin said that 
while the organization sup- 
ports many of the province’s 
priorities, they are also 
“wary” of communities get- 
ting the short end of the 
stick. 

“In our experience, ideas 
that look good from Queen’s 
Park’s perspective, often 
serve Queen’s Park more 
than they serve communi- 
ties,” said Dollin. “That’s not 
a statement on the last gov- 
ernment. It’s an age-old 
truth... (the decision mak- 
ers) need to get out and lis- 
ten to what they are being 


told in delegation meetings.” 

Rapid population growth, 
increasing traffic congestion, 
the cost of addressing critical 
local housing needs, sup- 
ports for seniors and the 
mitigation of the effects of 
climate change were just 
some of the challenges ad- 
dressed by Peel delegates at 


the four-day event. 
Representatives from 
Brampton pushed for an ap- 
proximate $19.2 million in 
funding to support the belea- 
guered Peel Memorial Hos- 
pital, the implementation of 
a city-wide housing strategy 
and the development of an 
overarching |Community 


Safety and Well-Being Plan 
in response to a rash of vio- 
lent incidents throughout 
the city. 

“Brampton is not only fac- 
ing pressures in health care, 
housing and community 
safety, (but) our residents 
are also asking for enhanced 
transit, post-secondary edu-

Minister announces plan to help reunite Service improvements 
more immigrant families 


Up to 20,000 applications 
for the sponsorship of par- 
ents and grandparents im- 
migrating to Canada will be 
accepted by the federal gov- 
ernment, Minister Ahmed 
Hussen announced earlier 
this week. 

The announcement, made 
Monday morning during a 
press conference in British 
Columbia, is intended to in- 
crease the number of appli- 


cations the Ministry of Im- 
migration, Refugees and 
Citizenship can accept - a 
four-fold increase since the 
Parents and Grandparents 
Program was relaunched in 
2014. 

The move comes amid 
high demand for applica- 
tions, said Hussen, and that 
the changes were a result of 
listening to stakeholders 


and closely examining the

“Over the last few years, 
we have made substantial 
improvements to the (spon- 
sorship process) and elimi- 
nated the _ backlog of 
applications,” said Hussen. 
“By accepting even more ap- 
plications this year and next 
as well as enhancing the in- 
take system, the govern- 
ment is demonstrating its 
commitment to helping 
families live, work and 
thrive together.” 

Using the modified intake 
process will give the govern- 
ment more flexibility in the 
application process, ensur- 
ing that we receive as many 
applications as possible, he 
explained. 

Brampton-North MP 
Ruby Sahota also praised 
the announcement, noting 
that family reunification is a

top priority in the city.

The Free Little Library 
movement started in 2009 by 
the son of a teacher who cre- 
ated a small wooden container 
in the form of a one room 
school house. He filled it with 
books for his neighbours and 
the idea quickly grew to an in- 
ternational phenomenon. 

Today, there are over 
50,000 Free Little Libraries 
registered across the world 
with thousands more created 
by individuals on their own. 
The idea is simple - if you take 
a book, return it or replace it 
with another. 

I met recently with a resi- 
dent in the Ridgehill Manor 
community in Brampton who 
wanted to start a Neighbour- 
hood Watch group. 

The neighbourhood is idyllic 
and at the end of our meeting 
we took a 5 minute walk toa 
nearby street where we saw 
the proudly signed Ridgehill 
Manor Wee Free Library. 

It was made of recycled ma- 
terials and had a rustic weath- 
ered look that blended in 
beautifully with the surround- 
ing homes. The library was 
fully stocked and well main- 
tained. 

We've seen these libraries in 
other neighbourhoods as well, 


one even carved into an old 
tree. These neighbourhoods 
all feel like places where resi- 
dents know each other. They 
look after their properties and 
keep the grass cut. We see lots 
of walkers and cyclists, kids 
playing on driveways and 
sounds of people enjoying the 
summer. 

You'll find many more sto- 
ries online of the community 
building results that happen 
when a library is inetalied 
And the benefits last far be- 


yond the installation date. 

For the resident that takes 
the first step to build and in- 
stall a neighbourhoods library, 
the stories of the reaction from 
other residents are heart 
warming. 

There are many resources 
online on how to get started. 
Be sure not to break any by- 
laws or upset your neighbours 
in the process. That would be 
counter-productive. 

We're also seeing the com- 
mercialization of these li- 


braries. You can purchase 
plans or complete kits. The 
Free Little Library founder has 
also grown the operation into 
a registered charity in the US. 
The organization recently 
made a deal with Disney and is 
offering themed libraries, and 
stuffing of registered libraries 
with books related to upcom- 
ing movies. 

We don’t need innovation 
when it comes to these li- 
braries. They are perfect just 
the way they are.

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How To Reduce Violent Crime in Mississauga and Peel Region?

It is probably safe to as- 
sume that violent crime will 
be a concern in Mississauga 
for the indefinite future. 

While overall crime rates 
have been decreasing in Peel 
region over the past few 
years, politicians have 
sounded the alarm bells after 
the spike in violent crime in 
Brampton this summer. 

Just this past weekend, a 
15-year-old boy died after 
being stabbed near Sherway 
Gardens. Elsewhere, a 22- 
year-old man suffered minor 
injuries after being stabbed 
in the Glen Erin and Monte- 
video area yesterday after- 
noon. 

Maclean's ranked the most 
dangerous cities in Canada 
in 2018, with Mississauga 
ranking 170th out of 229 
Canadian cities. Despite this 
ranking, there is definitely 
reason for concern with re- 
spect to certain crimes. 

A perfect example is the 
number of stabbings. While 
they decreased by 20% be- 
tween 2016 and 2017, there 
had already been 95 half way 
through 2018, despite only 
51 in 2016. 


Although some statistics 
can be misleading because of 
social media, Peel police are 
definitely seeing an increase 
in calls for service. 

In 2017, Peel police re- 
ceived almost 640,000 calls, 
up 7% from 2016. In re- 
sponse to the increased 
workload, Peel Police Chief 
Jennifer Evans said 37 hired 
37 additional officers. 

As far as homicides are 
concerned, murders were up 
60% in Brampton as of June 
16. However, it should be 
noted that we are talking 
about only 5 in 2017 and 8 in 
2018. 

In Peel Region, there is 
definitely cause for concern, 
as 2018's totals had already 
equalled that of 2017 as of 
July 18, meaning the region 
is on pace to break their 
record of 27. 

Although gun violence may 
not be the most prevalent 
criminal activity in Missis- 
sauga, shootings are unfor- 
tunately not uncommon in 
the city. As firearm-related 
offences are on the rise, the 
federal government is now 
stepping in. 


In late 2017, the Govern- 
ment of Canada announced 
it was cracking down on gun 
and gang violence across the 
country. In total, the feds in- 
jected up to $327.6 million 
over five years, and $100 
million annually afterwards, 
into initiatives that aim to 
reduce gun crime and crimi- 
nal gang activities. 

Gun and gang violence are 
very much intertwined. In 
fact, gang-related homicides 
involve firearms at a much 
higher rate of 76 per cent 
than non-gang related homi- 
cides, which sit at 20 per 
cent. 

According to the Peel Re- 
gional Police 2016 Annual 
Report, there were 54 occur- 
rences where a firearm was 
discharged in Brampton and 
Mississauga in 2016, a 25.6 
per cent increase from 2015, 
when there were 43 occur- 
rences. The Canadian gov- 
ernment has indicated that 
"the production, trafficking 
and sale of illicit drugs, such 
as fentanyl, are often the 
main cause of guns and gang 
violence." 


Crimes committed by 


young people have also been 
on the rise over the last few 
years. 

A couple of months ago, 
four teenagers robbed a 
bank in Mississauga, and to 
nobody's surprise, they were 
all under 18, meaning they 
can't be tried as adults under 
the Youth Criminal Justice 
Act. In a very disturbing in- 
cident, four teenagers shot 
and killed 27 year-old Pal- 
winder Singh. Friends were 
devastated to learn of the 


senseless death of this won- 
derful human being who 
never had a bad thing to say 
about anyone. 

Thankfully, these individu- 
als were either 18 or 19 and 
will be tried as adults. 

So how do politicians, law 
enforcement and the public 
work together to reduce 
crime in Mississauga and 
Peel Region? In a recent 


mid-year address to council, 
Peel Police Chief Jennifer 
Evans said, "People need to 


stop videoing crime and call- 
ing police. If we don't know 
about it, we can't act on it". 
Common sense _ advice 
similar to people calling 911 
when they see an impaired 
driver. For some reason, 
people often refrain from 
calling police if they see 
someone in trouble. 
Hopefully all three parties 
will work together, and not 
against each other, to ad- 
dress the troublesome up- 
ward trend in violent crime.

Why Did Things Go So Wrong For The 2018 Blue Jays?

If one wanted to adequately 
dissect the failures of the Blue 
Jays this past season, it would 
likely be an exercise in futility. 

er a couple of promising 
seasons in 2015 and 2016, 
where they advanced to the 
ALCS, followed by a subpar 
2017 season, everything that 
could go wrong has done so in 
2018. 

At press time, the Blue Jays 
were 32.5 games behind the 
red-hot Boston Red Sox, who 
will no doubt be favoured to 
win their fourth World Series 
title since 2004. At this point 
in the season, it is simply about 
the Jays playing spoiler for 
teams looking to make the post 
season. 

This has been a season where 
the Blue Jays were never real- 
istically in the hunt. The ques- 
tion then is - where does the 
fault lie? 

Is it manager John Gibbons, 
is it upper mnagement, or is it 
the players themselves? 
Whenever a team underper- 
forms, the finger pointing in- 
evitably begins and nobody 
wins. One of the big questions 
currently dominating the or- 
ganization is who will be the 
manager next year? John Gib- 
bons, in his second tumultuous 
stint, has been at the helm 
since 2013, however, it would 
appear that this particular 
tenure has almost certainly run 


its course. 

To figure out what has gone 
so wrong in 2018, you need to 
revert back to last season. 

At a news conference at the 
end of last year, GM Ross 
Atkins said he thought, despite 
a 76-86 season, in which they 
finished 17 games behind 
Boston, they could still contend 
in 2018. 

When you consider the state- 
ment that followed to justify 
this stance, you would think he 
was running for re-election for 
the Blue Jays GM position. For 
him to say they simply need to 

et better in a few areas such as 

epth, speed, offence, defence, 
fundamentals and health, is the 
equivalent to writing off the 
season. 

As far as upper management 
is concerned, there are many 
fans who have not been happy 
since the departure of GM Alex 
Anthopoulos following the 
2015 season, when he was 
named Executive of the Year. 
He is currently Executive Vice 
President and General Man- 
ager of the Atlanta Braves. The 
new brain trust, consisting of 
President of Baseball Opera- 
tions Mark Shapiro, and GM 
Ross Atkins, have been polariz- 
ing figures since coming over 
from Cleveland after the 2015 
season. 

It is safe to say they will never 
be as popular as was Alex An- 


thopoulos. 

e move that really infuri- 
ated fans was the departure of 
Edwin Encarnacion at the end 
of 2016. He was one of the 
most prolific home run hitters 
in club history. 

The Jays offered him a four- 
year $80 million guaranteed 
contract. However, he signed a 
three-year $60 million con- 
tract, with a $20 million op- 
tion, in Cleveland. 

Gamesmanship by Encarna- 
cion's agent caused the Jays to 
set a deadline, which passed, 
hence his move to Cleveland. 

Jose Bautista was a very pop- 
ular player who never shied 
away from the limelight or con- 
troversy. In the final year of his 
contract in 2016, he was look- 
ing for another long term deal. 

Although it was never con- 
firmed, media outlets reported 
Bautista was looking for a five- 
year $150 million contract, 
which he was never going to re- 
ceive. 

He ended up signing a one- 
year $17.2 million contract at 
the end of 2016 and left the 
club the following year. 

Of course, the ones who 
make or break the success of 
any team are the players. 

Although you could write an 
essay on the failures of the Blue 
Jays this year, injuries, lack of 
contribution from key players, 
and an inconsistent starting ro- 


tation and bullpen, have all 
contirbuted to the nightmare. 

Other than an outstanding 
season from 35 year-old vet- 
eran J.A. Happ, Marcus Stro- 
man, Aaron Sanchez and 
Marco Estrada have all been 
very disappointing. The 
Roberto Osuna ordeal was cer- 
tainly something that was un- 
expected as well as very 
disruptive. 

After several outstanding 
seasons, he became the 


youngest pitcher in Major 
League history to amass 100 
saves, and looked to be the 
long-term closer for the Jays. 
Osuna was promptly arrested

Considering the horrible 
start the J a were already 
dealing with, losing their closer 
to a 75 game suspension was 
devastating. Inconsistent play 
by Kendrys Morales and Rus- 
sell Martin, without who the 
Jays would not have likely 
made the playoffs in 2015 and 
2016, and who hit a paltry .172 
with 17 RBI's in the first half, 
didn't help their trajectory in 
the standings. 

Injuries to key players have 
absolutely Beet aied the Jays 
lineup this year. Whether it has 
been Troy Tulowitzki for the 


entire season, Josh Donaldson 
for all but 36 games, or Kevin 
Pillar's recent mishap attempt- 
ing one of his signature catches 
costing him for 4-6 weeks, it is 
safe to say this year's line up is 
a shell of the one that advanced 
to the ALCS in 2015 and 2016. 

Tt would snp the Jays will 
have a very difficult time sign- 
ing Josh Donaldson, Troy Tu- 
lowitzki on the disabled list 
again with a contract that may 
be difficult to move, and J.A. 
Happ likely to be moved, the 
Jays appear to be looking at 
some tough years ahead.

Peel Matters: Charting action on a Community Safety Plan

As Ontario Premier Doug 
Ford and Toronto Mayor 
John Tory position and pos- 
ture for command and con- 
trol over this summer's 

un-related violence, over 
the past year Peel's politi- 
cians and police services 
have been steadily charting 
action on gun violence. 

When the next elected 
Council meets, it will be 
greeted with a staff report 
which will recommend an 
approach to create a com- 


prehensive Peel Region 
Community Safety and Well 
Being Plan. 


On June 28, the call to ac- 
tion for a Community Safety 
plan was sparked out of a 
presentation made to Peel 
Council by Peel Police Chief 
Jennifer Evans. 

“Community safety must 
start in the community and 
we at the City of Brampton 
will work together with our 
regional, provincial and fed- 


eral partners in an inte- 
grated approach.” says 
Mayor Jeffrey. 


Beginning in Oct. 2017, 
Peel leadership and police 
were approached by con- 
cerned residents and mem- 
bers of Peel Poverty Action 
Group who were alarmed by 
high cost of housing; by the 
lack of good jobs; and by the 
minchedl bidet for educa- 
tion and social services. 

These societal pressures 
create conditions which 
trigger greater likelihood of 
crime. 


Ahead of 2018 and 2019 
elections in Ontario, sup- 
porters of the 2007 Peel 
Youth Charter of Rights re- 
minded Peel leadership of 
their unanimous endorse- 
ment in a commitment to 
safety, health, education 
and jobs for all youth in 
Peel. Community supports 
such as these were recom- 
mended in the 2009 Report 
of the Review into the Roots 
of Youth Violence. 

On the heels of April's gun 
violence on Yonge Street 
and in Brampton, on May 
10, Peel leadership and civic 
partners put new ink on 
core values in a recommit- 
ment eee ceremony of 
the Peel Youth Charter. It 
was Day 2 of the Ontario 
election campaign. 

Brampton has raised the 
loudest call to action on 
gun-related crime and 

outh violence because it 

as been the hardest hit. 
Since late spring, concerned 
residents have filled com- 
munity meetings with coun- 
cillors and police services, 
and showed up at school 
board meetings. 

By the time the current 
session Council closes on 
Sep. 13, local Members of 
Parliament and Members of 
Provincial Parliament will 
have been contacted jointly 
by the Chairs of Peel Region 
and the Peel Police Services 
Board, to request funding 
ahead of 2019 budgets that 
results in better community 


safety. 

Just as summer heat esca- 
lated GTA's year's headlines 
towards records set in 2012 
and 2005 "Summer of the 
Gun", on June 27, Bramp- 
ton federal Members of Par- 
liament presented concerns 
from their residents to 
Brampton City council in re- 
sponse to disturbing social 
media videos that went 
viral. 

The MPs expressed their 
interest to partner with 
Brampton City Council to 
address public safety and in 
turn advocate at the Federal 
level for more resources to 
help tackle crime. 

Following the MPs pres- 
entation, Brampton Mayor 
Linda Jeffrey got unani- 
mous adoption of the Com- 
munity Safety and Well 
Being plan for the City of 
Brampton. 

The next day, on June 28, 
the Brampton motion was 
referred to Peel Regional 
Council. As a result, a paral- 
lel approach for community 
safety will be reported to the 
next elected Council. 

Also on June 28, newly- 
elected MPPs were notified 
with an Open Letter by sup- 
porters of the Peel Youth 
Charter, to welcome them 
into their new positions and 
to set expectations for re- 
sources that focus on youth 
safety, health, education 
and jobs.
